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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Matsumoto et 
al (US Patent No. 5,854,540), Hashimoto et al (US Patent No. 6,091,380), Moon (US 
Patent No. 6,344,841), Youn (US Patent No. 6,420,830), Awamoto et al (US Patent No. 
6,452,590), and Yoshida et al (US Patent No. 6,489,722) are made of record for 
teaching a plasma display panel and the method for driving such a display device. 
However, the prior art of record fails to teach a method for driving a plasma display 
panel in which a plurality of display electrodes constitutes an electrode pair for a surface 
discharge of each row and is arranged so that one electrode is shared by two 
neighboring rows for display, the method comprising the steps of applying a address 
signal to one display electrode of the electrode pair temporarily, making a cell-selecting 
voltage applied to interelectrode AY between the display electrode and the address 
electrode for the addressing lower than a discharge starting voltage of the interelectrode 
AY; and applying a row selecting voltage that is lower than a discharge starting voltage 
of interelectrode XY between the display electrodes of the electrode pair corresponding 
to the selected row to interelectode XY so as to generate an address discharge.
